A Submarine Telegraph. 
The newest of the new plans for connecting 


England with France by railway is that of a 


subme. iron tube, to be supported at a 
depth of about 50 feet below the surface of 
the water by irom tresties, the feet of which 
will rest upon the bed of the straits. The 
tube is to be in ite outside diameter 23 fect 6 
inches, and with s view of giving ft sufficient 
strength it is to be of cast iron, 8 inches in 
thickness. Its length detween each pair of 
legs or supports is to be 800 feet, and the 
weight of each of these sections 3,000. tons. 
Each of these lengths isto be made up of 8 
te of 37 feet 6 Inches, aud these are 
to be firmly bolted together by means of steel 
bolts passing through internal flanges. Each 
segment will he made water-tight by a bulk- 
head, and well be lowered until it is brought 
into exact position with the portion previous- 
ly fixed, and when made fast by the bolts tbe 
near bulkhead will be removed, and the work- 
men will pass on the next segment. The ven- 
tilation of the tube is to be provided by sta- 
steam power at one of the entr ances 
to the tube, which will force a sufficiency ef 
air through a channel constructed along the 
inner roof of the tube toa point about mid 
way of its entire length, where it will be 
discharged and force itself to either end.

Gen- 
eral Washington was constantly urging the 
subject of the release of Lafayette upon the 
American Ministers in every country of 
Europe, and himself wrote a private letter to 
the Emperor Fravtis II, of Austria. Madame 
Lafayette’s second letter was written by her 
on March 13th, in ignorance of the delay in 
the delivery of her first, and her complaints re- 
quired no fuller explanations than those al- 
ready transmitted.
